Grinding 
“and Plating the Shell 


Great care is taken in preparing 
the steel shells for the copper and 
nickel plate. The shells are ground 
with abrasives of graduated fineness 
and are then inspected and passed 
on to the polishing wheels. 


Every precaution is taken to ob- 
tain a finely polished surface for the 
copper and nickel plate. The phat- 
ing is accomplished by the most up- 
to-date electrolytic equipment ob- 
tainable. 

After plating, each shell is thor- 
oughly polished on flannel buffing 
wheels and then given a final in- 
spection. 








The extreme care taken in these 
processes is characteristic of all 
Harrison radiator production.
